New Certificatsa have been approved by the Board for recog- 
nition of 50 YEARS CONTINUOUSLY LICENSED. This certificate pays 
honor to those members who were not only licensed 50 years ago, 
but who have maintained their licenses continuously for all of 
those 50 years. A copy of the new certificate has been sent to 
all chapter secretaries for information. There is a $1.00 fee 
for these certificates. An application form must be submitted, 
Use the Golden Anniversary certificate application form but 
add the notation that it is for the 50 YEARS CONTINUOUSLY LICENSED 
award. List all of your calls with dates. Proof of eligibility 
will be established if listings appear in all call books since 
1926. We do check! Applications are now being taken but the 
first presentations will be made at the National QCWA Convention 
in Houston in October. 


E, F,G,H 


By now | guess everyone knows the explanation of the letters 
after the QCWA numbers in the new Call Sign Directory. They are 
a computer code to indicate the year of dues expiration. The 
letter F means a 1976 expiration, Gmeans 1977. E means a 1978 
expiration - If you paid your dues at the end of 1975. (If not 
you have been dropped by now!) H means dues are paid somewhere 
beyond 1978. L, of course, means Life Member. 


This code can serve as a reminder of impending dues expiration. 
However it was intended only for use by the computer. Expiration 
notices will be stamped on the cover of September and December 
issue of the News. If we don't hear from you by the first of 
the year, then first class notices will be sent. 


FINANCIAL REPORT 


On the next page is an INCOME AND EXPENSE report for the 
year ending 31 December, 1975. It shows that we did a $29,000 
business last year and ended up with an operating loss of $226, 


This year's budget has had to make allowances for a 30% 
increase in mailing costs, Increases in printing costs, and a 
higher allowance for Headquarters expenses. The net result is 
a rather large deficit budget. There is enough money in the 
bank to handle this for another year, but, obviously, some 
adjustments will have to be made in the future, The Board of 
Directors will meet on June 9 to consider ways of balancing 
the budget and other problems facing a rapidly expanding 
organization. 


Efforts to obtain approval of the IRS non-profit status of 
QCWA are under way. An amendment to the Certificate of Incor- 
poration has been filed with the State of New York, and

An Audit of the QCWA financial records has been completed 
by Nat Burnett, K40L and William H. Kennedy, W2AS. The exam- 
ination of the records included an inspection of the bank state- 
ments, pass books, and other records and tests of receipts and 
disbursements for the year. 


The Audit Committee reported that they found the records to 
be satisfactorily maintained. Procedural changes instituted 
during the year have in their opinion increased operating 
efficienty, strengthened internal control and assisted in the 
audit of the accounts.

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“TRIPLE GU" = 180 YEARS 


The three Mumford Brothers, W2CU, W3CU and W6CU will re- 
ceive 60th Anniversary Awards from QCWA at the Annual Meeting 
of the Northwest Chapter on June 12 at Vancouver, Washington. 


Bill, Royal and Harold Mumford took their examinatdons in 
Vancouver in 1916 and were assigned the call 7CU and later 7ZJ. 
Royal became W7AZX and later W3CU, while Bill became W2DIH and 
W2CU. Harold became W6FAR and now W6CU. 


The call 7ZJ was the result of "incentive licensing.'' In 
1919 the three brothers took commercial licenses in order to 
get the ''Special Station'' call of 7ZJ and to operate it on 
wave lengths of 200 and 375 meters. On January 23, 1922, 72J 
established what is believed to be a World's record for 
spark to spark with a QSO between Vancouver, Washington and 
Texas A&M Station 5XB in College Station, Texas - nearly 2000 
miles away. They were also heard in Hawaii and in Chicago. 
One of their 500 mile QSOs took place while they were receiv- 
ing with a crystal detector! In all, they worked over 180 
different stations on spark. 


If you are lucky enough to work all three of the Mumford 
Brothers, you will receive a special ''Triple CU" QSL card. 


Our congratulations to the Mumford Brothers and their 
180 years of Amateur Radio. Can any ham family top them?

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THE OLD TIMERS’ CORNER

September, 1922 - Podhu, probably the most famous wireless 
station in the world, has sent it's last message. "MBD" it's 


famous call-sign, for which ship's operators listened eagerly 
for the last nineteen years, is now replaced with the letters 
"MFT" the call-sign of Clifden, the new Irish Marconi Company 
radio station. "MFT" has taken up the duty of talking to the 
people who go down to the sea in ships, talking of happenings 
throughout the world in the preceding twenty-four hours. 


Perched on the rockbound coast of Cornwall, Podhu has made 
history. It was the first high-power wireless station to be 
built and from it the first wireless message was transmitted 
across the Atlantic with a 2000 meter wavelength on December 
12, 1901, to St. Johns, Newfoundland.

March, 1926 -- The sixth annual second district convention was 
held, March 8-13, 1926, in the-Hotel Pennsylvania, in New York 
City. Commercial exhibits were held in the Grand Ballroom, 
The 16 Clubs belonging to the Executive Radio Council, manned 
booths featuring all sorts of stunts. Boyd Phelps, 2EB, was in 
charge of booking the technical speakers and demonstrations to 
the meeting. Attendance was promised to be no more than 400,, 
past conventions had been too crowded, but as usual, the Con- 
vention was too popular to hold that line, Arthur Batcheller, 
Supervisor of Radio, gave examinations to many hopeful new am- 
ateurs. Code speed tests and ability to copy through QRM was 
tested, with nice prizes given to the winners. An ERCO initi- 
ation was held and a "Night of Mystery" affair that has been 
kept a mystery to this day, were some of the fun activities. 


The Convention was put on by those listed with help from all 
in the Council: George T. Droste, 2IN, General Manager; Paul 
C. Oscanyon, Advertising; Frank Frimmerman, 2FZ, Show Manager; 
Robert Hertzberg, ex-2ABK, Publicity; Robert T Mossina, 2BQS, 
Finance; Earl Peacox, 2ADH, Convention; Edward Fink, 2GL, was 
in charge of the Banquet.

QCWA lost one of its Founders and a 
famous radio pioneer on March 28, 1976, 
when Uda B. Ross, OA4J/W2UD joined the 
ranks of Silent Keys at the age of 77. 


As W2UD in Brooklyn in 1946, Uda be- 
came very active on the 10 meter band on 
"roundtables" with others in the New York 
area. In the course of these operations, 
Uda proposed the idea of an organization 
of Amateurs licensed 25 or more years. 
And so QCWA was born. Others in that 
"round table'' were W2FX, W2FD, W2EF, 

W2DI and W2DX. The rest is now history. 


Uda was ‘issued his 60th Anniversary certificate on March 6 
and just two weeks before his death he wrote that he was 
Planning to come to the U.S. in late April or early May and 
hoped to have the certificate presented at Metro Chapter at 
that time. 


Uda was first licensed as 2AGQ in 1914 and then received 
his cal] 2UD in February 1917. During WWI, he served in the 
U.S. Navy, stationed in Puerto Rico as chief radio operator. 


In 1920, Uda moved to Brooklyn, N.Y. and became a charter 
member of the Radio Club of Brooklyn. He was one of the first 
ham stations to use a crystal-controlled transmitter. W2UD 
was in operation in New York City until 1960 when Uda returned 
to Lima, Peru and established OA4J. He returned to the U.S. 
frequently and usually arranged to attend Amateur Radio affairs. 


A copy of Uda's 1924 QSL card is shown at the bottom of page 
15. ''1924 was an interesting year," he wrote. '‘'In fact, it 
was a ploneer year for we were just coming down from 200 meters 
and establishing communications with Europeans and ‘down under.! 
| was one of the really early ones to come down to 100 meters 
and below and | was the first on the East Coast to communicate 
with Australia (3BQ).' 


OA4J was active on the 15 and 20 meter bands up until the 
last days before his passing. Uda will be missed by his many 
friends in the U.S. and South America.

Joe began his radio career in 1920 at the age of 13, when 
he built a crystal receiver to pick up the election returns 
from KDKA. He obtained his first license in 1923 with the 
call 8CYI. In 1930 he became 8JE. After some years off during 
the war, he received his present call K3JH. 


Joe has participated In just about 
all phases of Amateur Radio, He has 
chased DX, been an active traffic 
handler - often listed in the BPL. 

He handled considerable traffic for 
the Byrd Antarctic Expedition and, 
got involved in disaster communi- 
cations when floods hit Western 
Pennslyvania in the early 30s. He 
has been an alternate net control 
for the Hurricane Watch Net for the 
past eight years and has received a 
number of Public Service Awards for 
work he has done on this net including 
Camille in 1969, Agnes in 1972 and 
the Managua earthquake in 1972. For 
his work during Agnes, he received a 
certificate of Commendation from the 
Governor of Pennsylvania. 


He was among the first Amateurs to win a 5-band DXCC (#21) 
He has been a member of the FOC CW Club for many years and 
received plaques in 1970 and 1971 for being the top scorer in 
North America in their yearly Marathon. He is a member of the 
A-| Operator Club and has been cited in QST as "Operator Of 
The Month.'' 


Joe has always been an ardent "home brewer,'' building much 
of his equipment and experimenting with antenna design. In 
1966 he erected a 115' self-supporting rotary tower with beams 
on HF and VHF. In 1969 he put a 2-element 80 meter quad on the 
rotary tower! This antenna was described in the May 1970 QST. 
This antenna is still operating and has survived numerous 
wind and sleet storms which brought down many other antennas. 
A number of his articles have been published in QST describ- 
ing modifications and improvements for Collins gear and several 
new ideas for CW break-in. His newest interests are satellite 
and RTTY communications.

An Entry Fee of $3 is charged for initial membership. Dues 
in the amount of $10 for three years are payable in advance 
with the application. Life membership may be obtained for $50 
plus Entry Fee. Time payment on Life membership is also avail- 
able: Three payments within 1 year - $25, $15, $10. 


CERTIFICATES 


MEMBERSHIP CERTIFICATES, numbered in chronological order, 
are issued to each new member. Blue certificates and member 
ship cards are issued to regular members; Gold certificates 
and membership cards are issued to Life Members. Stickers are 
available to update new calls, etc. Replacement certTficates 
may be obtained for 50¢.
